Eight more witnesses were called at the 
resumed hearing atthe Central -Magis- 
tracy yesterday, before Mr R, EL 
Lindsell, of the casa in which’ nineteen 
Chinese are appearing on charges arising 
out of the piracy'of the as Sunning. 
This now brings: the number of witnesses 
called up’ to 26,. and the number of hear- 
ings to eleven. Six of the hearings have 
had morning and afternoon sessions, 

At the morning hearing yesterday, two 
at the Indian guards of the Sunntag 
‘detailed how they were surprised by the 
Pirates and confined to their room. In 
the afternoon. two other Indian guards 
spoke of how they were overpowered and |" 
forced to join: their companions in 
captivity. :Three Chinese passengers also 
Bave evidence of being robbed. 

The last witness called was a ‘ais 
charged seaman of .the as. Chun On 
(better known as-the s.3. Philadelphia) 
who was travelling to Hong Kong, with 
ten other members. of this ship’s crew 
on the Susnntng, when the piracy ‘occur-' 
red. In view of his evidence it seems 
likely" that several of the accused against 
whom the, evidence of the Crown is. 
admittedly weak, will be discharged, on‘ 
Monday, when the hearing Is resumed. 

“Indian Guards’ Story. 


At the morning hearing the. No. 1 
ship’s guard of the Sunning’ said that’ 
two guards were always on duty, when 
the’ ship was, at sea. There wete grilles 
fore and aft, one of which was usually 
left open, Ox November 15th, witness 
left duty at noon, and slept during the 
afternoon, being awakened by a. com- 
motion. While getting out of his bed, 
he was seized by two Chinese, armed with t 
pistols, About .a quarter “of am hour 
Jater the other two guards, who had’ been 
on duty, appeared in the custody of a 
number of armed Chinése. All the four 
guards were scarched, and then ‘locked in |. 
their guard’ room, an armed Chinese re- 
maining outside the door.’ They were 
kept in the room until midnight; when 
they were taken to the poop deck. 


.Ship Set’ on Fire, 


Duringthe hour witness and his com- 
panions were kept under guard on the 
poop. They saw a numberof Chinese 
carrying, coir mats ond tins. of kerosene 
oil to'the centre castle, which was set 
on’ fire. Witness and bis “companions 
were compelled to assist the Chinese to | 
lower a boat, after which they. were again 
taken back to ‘their room and locked up. 
They remained there until 8 a.m. on the 
6th, when the door was broken open, and 
their release secured.

' LEAVE TO APPEAL GRANTED. 
IMPORTANT BANKING PRINCIPLE

Leave to-appqal against the decision of 
‘{ the. Puisne Judge in the recent case in

RUGBY FOOTBALL IN -ENGEAND. 


LD DAYS AND THE PRESENT 
COMPARED. a 


Every. now aad then’ the.old subject 
crops. up as to whether the game of 
Rugby as played to-day is better than 
the good old days of long ago, writes 
Ex-International in the Lvéening Stand- 
ard. It is a topic of conversation which 
will go on.for all time, and I wonder 
how many of us are Honest enough ever 
to admit that “things are better ‘now 
than.they were in my day.” No one will 
deny that the game has changed in style 
tremendously and especially in pace. 
There are two departments of the game 
which have deteriorated of recent years. 
Firstly, let ua look at the forwards. How 
has the game changed in so far as the 
scrum'is concerned. Sdme five years ago 
@ poisonous theory was shouted: from the

Everything seems to be quick breaking 
and precious little shoving, and the effect 
is that scrums. ore difficult to keep 
straight and-compsct and heeling is atro- 
cious, while that very effective, method 
of defence and attack—the wheel—is a 
lost art.. The present-day. éfforts at 
wheeling, generally ‘result in« giving. the 
ball promptly, to the opposing scrum half, 
who starts:a passing movement, oes 
, Another great failing among forwards 
in. modern. football.is teekling. Collaring 
round. the shoulders: and. body and even 
neck is very prevalent, and - forwards 
seem determined to. waste their energies’ 
by very ineffective ‘catch-at-catch-can
